Brainerd Musical club members bee 1 
so moved as they were on Sundav 
when they had the exceeding great 
pleasure of hearing Harry Farhmon 
play his violin wjth such wizardry 
that the program ended all too soon, 
and they sighed with that feeling 
the release of pent up emotions. 
Mr. 
Farbinan 
appeared 
on

stage, as a very young and mode-t 
artist who had little left to learn o! 
the technic of the violin. 
So wpli 
did he play that not one single h a rs h 1 
or false note marred the perfection 
of his work. 
One could forget that 
lie heard a violin, for at times there 
■was the illusion of two playing in 
harmony, or the sweet singing of 
birds in the greenwood, or of rolling 
organ harmonies. 
With the greatest 
ease he shifted from mood to mood 
and did things with his bow- that one 
had forgotten could be done. 
This 
first concert augurs well for the fol­ 
lowing numbers of the year. 


It is seldom that Brainerd has an 
opportunity to hear an artist of sum 
ability. 
As always, true worth was 
recognized and appreciated. 
Every 
one was enthusiastic in praise oT him 
and his 
music. 
Even 
while 
they 
listened to him play, it seemed in ­ 
comprehensible that one so young 
could have acquired such complete 
mastery of his instrument. 
He was

Perhaps that/ about his music th at 
was most appreciated wns his beau­ 
tiful tone quality. 
This was well 
exemplified in Schubert’s Ave Mr.riri, 
w hich was perhaps enjoyed as mac.; 
as any of the selections. 
The effect 
of the harmonics in the Russial C ar­ 
nival was most rare in the resem­ 
blance to the oboe and later to the 
calliope. 


In listening to Mr. Farbm an’s first 
number, it was felt that there was a 
conservation found in the cultured 
interpretations of much oldc-r men, 
but later one realized that thus came 
from lesser intensity of feeling that 
is characteristic to some degree with 
young players. 


However, there was not as much 
response on the part of the audience 
at the close of the concerto as the 
rendition by Mr. Farbman deserved. 
Audiences should learn to appreciate 
the more formal in music. 
There is 
as much that is beautiful in melody 
and just as much that appeals to the 
imagination in a concerto or sonata 
as in program music th at is, music 
more descriptive in character, if the 
audience would 
accustom itself to 
recognize it. 


Miss M argaret Engier a work as

M aloney’s speech 
w as a brief one, he very clearly s l a t ­ 
ed the fine w ays by w h ich th e society 
seeks to solve the crim e problem in 
M innesota. 
T hese w ays are: 
by 
h elping the released or paroled p ris­ 
oner find em ploym ent and get a new 
start in life; by personal a c q u a in t­ 
ance w ith (he man in prison; by in ­ 
form ation to help establish 
better 
system s in 
prisoner-care in cou n ty 
jails; by carrying on an edu cation al 
cam paign 
in 
high 
schools 
and 
churches for th e prevention of crim e; 
and by in s tillin g the im portance to 
the yo u n g child of a firm foundation 
of good citizen sh ip into parents and 
teachers. 
Many of the statistics quoted by 
Rev. M aloney were especially in ter­ 
estin g b ecause of their direct bear­ 
in g upon his audience. 
One w h ich 
show ed th e relatively small num ber 
of crim in als who are college or even 
h igh school grad u ates was; 
of* the 
33,000 men in p en iten tiaries last year 
only 70 
were graduates of a high 
school w h ile but 40 of these 
had 
com pleted a college course. 
H o w ­ 
ever, th e age at w hich most crim es 
are com m itted is betw een seventeen 
and tw en ty-o n e for men 
and 
not 
much more than fifteen for women. 
A nother fact stressed by the speaker 
w as that only 11 per cent 
of 
the 
crim in als g u ilty of m isdem eanors in 
a year are convicted, w hich leaves 
89 per cen t of the evil-doers free to 
duplicate th eir actions. 
By en la rg in g upon one 
of

m eans of so lv in g crim e problem s— 
that of carrying on an educational 


cam paign for the prevention of crim e 
— by a few hum orous instan ces, and 
by a num ber of vital facts, Rev. M a­

LOUIS L. LAW SPEAKS IN 
ASSEMBLY W EDNESDAY 


T he rain ly w eather last W ed n es­ 
day prevented th e occurrence of an 
expected fire drill, but did not hinder 
the stu d en ts from listen in g to a very 
in terestin g and in stru ctive speech by 
Mr. L. L aw of 
M inneapolis, 
state 
agen t for the London Insurance com ­ 
pany, w ho is a w ell-posted au th ority 
on the subject o f fires and fire pre­ 
vention. 
The address by Mr. Law 
served as a reminder of the fact that 
the week b eg in n in g October 15tli has 
been set asid e as Fire 
P reven tion 
W eke. 
In 
it the speaker 
d w elt 
briefly on the im portance 
of 
fire 
drill, spoke more fu lly about prob­ 
lem s of fire prevention, and stressed 
a number o f facts and figures w hich 
show the ap p a llin g losses of life and 
property due to fires. 
Fire drills, as Mr. Law stated, are 
so vitally im portant 
because 
they 
dem onstrate the value of d iscipline 
in decreasin g the cifTauiities 
occur­ 
ring due to panics. 
Probably m any 
of us have not considered fire preven­ 
tion in th e form of a public duty, 
but when th e a sto u n d in g facts relat­ 
ing to fire losses are recalled, 
the 
first truth is firmly impressed on our 
minds. 
In the year 1870 the loss of 
property w as estim ated at $50,000,- 
000. 
In 1920 the am ount was ¿350.- 
000,000. 
A bout 
15,000 lives are 
lost every year by fires, and about 
17.000 persons are so seriously in ­ 
jured that they must of necessity be­ 
come cares on 
their fam ily or the 
com m unity. 
W hen it is remembered 
that 85 per cent of the fires tak in g 
place are preventable, it is tim e ser­ 
ious notice of the subject was taken. 
It is for th at very reason th at fire 
prevention week has become a part 
of the calendar of country— to re­ 
duce, by a know ledge of the causes 
nnd by care in those cases, the n u m ­ 
ber of fires in the country.

Many of the statistics quoted by 
Rev. Maloney were especially inter­ 
esting because of their direct bear­ 
ing upon his audience. 
One which 
showed the relatively small number 
of criminals who are college or even 
high school graduates was: of the 
33,000 men in penitentiaries last year 
only 70 were graduates of a high 
school while but 4 0 of these 
had 
completed a college course. 
How­ 
ever, the age at wrhioh most crimes 
are committed is between seventeen 
and twenty-one for men 
and 
not 
much more than fifteen for women. 
Another fact stressed by the speaker 
was that only 11 per cent 
of 
the 
criminals guilty of misdemeanors in 
a year are convicted, which leaves 
89 per cent of the evil-doers free to 
duplicate their actions. 
By enlarging upon one 
of 
the 
means of solving crime problems— 
that of carrying on an educational 
campaign for the prevention of crime 
— by a few humorous instances, and 
by a number of vital facts, Rev. Ma­ 
loney heid the attention oi everyone 
throughout and left each one with 
th*1 thought of doing his share in the 
work of the society. 


LOUIS L. LAW SPEAKS IN 


ASSEMBLY WEDNESDAY 


The rainly weather last Wednes­ 
day prevented the occurrence of an 
expected fire drill, but did not hinder 
tlie students from listening to a very 
interesting and instructive speech by 
Mr. L. Law of 
Minneapolis, 
state 
agent for the London Insurance com­ 
pany, who is a well-posted authority 
on the subject of fires and fire pre­ 
vention. 
The address by Mr. Law 
served as a reminder of the fact that 
the week beginning October loth has 
been set aside as Fire 
Prevention 
Weke. 
In it the speaker 
dwelt 
briefly on the importance 
of 
fire 
drill, spoke more fully about prob­ 
lems of fire prevention, and stressed 
a number of facts and figures which 
show the appalling losses of life aud 
property due to fires. 
Fire drills, as Mr. Law stated, are 
so vitally important 
because 
they 
demonstrate the value of discipline 
in decreasing the eí?Tamities 
occur­ 
ring due to panics. 
Probably many 
of us have not considered fire preven­ 
tion in the form of a public duty, 
but when the astounding facts relat­ 
ing to fire losses are recalled, 
the 
first truth is firmly impressed on our 
minds. 
In the year 1870 the loss of 
property was estimated at $50,000,- 
000, 
In 1920 the amount was *350.- 
000,000. 
About 15,000 lives are 
lost every year by fires, and about 
17.000 persons are so seriously in­ 
jured that they must of necessity be­ 
come cares on their family or the 
community 
When it is remembered 
that 85 per cent of the fires taking 
place are preventable, it is time ser­ 
ious notice of the subject wag taken. 
It is for that very reason that fire 
prevention week has become a part 
of the calendar of country— to re­ 
duce, by a knowledge of the causes 
:>nd by care in those cages, the num­ 
ber of fires in the country.

A decrease of approximately 2,000,- 
000 bushels from the five year aver­ 
age spring wheat production íh fore­ 
cast in the October bulletin. 
Spring 
wheat yields were lowered by exces­ 
sive moisture, late heat and rust dam­ 
age. the report declared. 
The pro­ 
duction this year is sel at 24,179,000 
bushels. 
While September showers retarded 
the wheat, moisture aided corn, a c­ 
cording to the report. 
The corn pro­ 
duction is forecast at 145,625,000, an 
increase of approximately 20,000,000 
bushels over the 1924 yield of 126,- 
336.000 bushels. 
The yield is approxi­ 
mated at 34 bushels an acre. 
The oats yield is placed at 7.6 per 
cent above the five year average, plac­ 
ing the forecast production a> 
189,- 
630.000 bushels, approximately 43,000,-

ESTIMATES 
St. Paul, Oct. 13.—In a crop produc­ 
tion estimate issued today by Paul H. 
Kirk. Minnesota agricultural statisti­ 
cian, the liax and spring wheat produc- 
( tion forecast is slightly in excess of 
tin.I of last month while the potato 
forecast shows a decline. 
A decrease of approxim ately 2.000,- 
000 bushels from the five year aver­ 
a g e spring wheat production is fore­ 
cast in the October bulletin. 
Spring 
wheat yields were lowered by exces­ 
sive moisture, late heat and rust dam ­ 
age, the report declared. 
The pro­ 
duction this year is set at 24,17'.),000 
bushels. 
While September show ers retarded 
the wheat, m oisture aided corn, ac­ 
cording to the report. 
The corn pro­ 
duction is forecast at 145,535,000, an 
increase of approxim ately 20,000,000 
bushels over the 1924 yield of 126,- 
336.000 bushels. 
The yield is approxi­ 
mated at 34 bushels an acre. 
The oats yield is placed at 7.6 per 
cent above the five year average, plac­ 
ing tlse forecast production at 189.- 
630.000 bushels, approxim ately 43,000.- 
000 above the 1920 to 1924 average. 
The potato condition was reported 
at 72 per cent of normal, forecasting 
a production of 25,851 bushels, a de­ 
crease 
from 
the 
44,352,000 
bushels 
production last year.

the technic of the violin. 
So well 
did he play that not one single harsh 
or false note marred the perfection 
cd his work. 
One could forget that 
lie heard a violin, for at times there 
wa* the illusion of two playing in 
harmony, or the sweet singing of 
birds in the greenwood, or of rollin'? 
organ harmonies. 
With the greatest 
eas,. he shifted from mood to mood 
and did things with his bow that one 
had forgotten could be done. 
Thh 
first concert augurs well for the fol­ 
lowing numbers of the year. 


It is seldom that Brainerd has an 
opportunity to hear an artist of such 
ability. 
Aa always, trtie worth was 
recognized and appreciated.

I was an officer of St. Cloud lodge a few 
years. 
We used to go around the country to show them how to 
do the work right. 
I have been a life member of that lodge about 
six years, 43 years a K. P. and l l years a Mason and 65 years an 
Odd Fellow, that is in both countries.

Maloney's speech 
wits a brief one. he very clearly s t a t ­ 
ed th e fine ways by which the society 
seeks to solve the crim e problem in 
Minnesota. 
These ways are: 
by 
helping the released or paroled pris­ 
oner find employment and get a new 
start In life; by personal a c q u a i n t­ 
ance wit Ii the man in prison; by in­ 
formation to help establish 
better 
systems in prisoner-care in county 
Jails; by c arrying on an educatio nal 
campaig n 
In 
high 
schools 
and 
churches for the prevention of crime; 
and by instilling the im porta nce to 
th e young child of a firm foundation 
of good citizenship into parents and 
teachers. 
Many of the statistics quoted by 
Rev. Maloney were especially in t e r ­ 
esting because of th eir direct b e a r­ 
ing upon his audience. 
One which 
showed the relatively small num ber 
of crim inals who are college or even 
high school grad u a tes was: of the 
33,000 men iii penitentiaries last year 
only 70 were g rad u a tes of a high 
school while but TO of these 
had 
completed a college course. 
How­ 
ever. the age at which most crimes 
are committed is between seventeen 
and tw enty-one for men 
and 
not 
much more th a n fifteen for women. 
A nother fact stressed by th e speaker 
was that only l l per cent 
of 
the 
crim inals guilty of misdemeanors in 
a year are convicted, which leaves 
89 per cent of the evil-doers free to 
duplicate their actious. 
By en larging upon one 
of 
the 
means of solving crime problem s— 
th at ot carrying on an educational 
ca m paign tor the prevention of crime 
-—by a few hum orous instances, and 
by a num ber of vital facts, Rev. Ma­ 
loney held th e atte n tio n oi everyone 
thro u g h o u t aud left each one with 
tin* thougiit of doing his share in the 
work of the society.

P ro b a b ly many 
of us have not considered fire preven­ 
tion in the form of a public duty, 
tint when tile as tounding f a i t s relat­ 
ing to fire losses are recalled, 
the 
first t r u th is firmly impressed on our 
minds. 
In the year 1870 th e loss of 
property was estimated at $50,000,- 
000. 
In 1920 the am ount was $350.- 
000,000. 
About 
15,000 lives are 
lost every year by fires, and about 
17,000 persons are so seriously in ­ 
jured that they must of necessity be­ 
come (ares on their family or the 
com m unity 
When it is remembered 
that 85 per cent of the fires tak in g 
place are preventable, it is time ser­ 
ious notice of the subject was taken. 
It is for th a t very reason t h a t fire 
prevention week has become a part 
of th e cale ndar of c o u n try — to re­ 
duce, by a knowledge of th e cause* 
aud by t a re in those cases, th e n u m ­ 
ber of fire* in the country.
